CHINESE ASTRONOMY & ASTROPHYSICS follows its original in the way the names of 
Chinese authors are written, that is, the surname is written first. For example, in Lu Tan, the 
surname is Lu; in Qu Quin-yue, the surname is Qu. 


Notes on Chinese Romanisation 


Scientific journals in China currently use the official PINYIN system of Romanisation when 
writing Chinese names in Latin script. We give here a table of concordance between this and the 
Wade — Giles system, which may be more familiar to some readers. 

For convenience, the table lists initials and finals separately. In general, an initial is the first 
letter (plus an immediately following h, if any) of a syllable written in PINYIN, and the rest of 
the syllable is its final. Occasionally, when a syliable begins with an a or an e, it is said to have a 
zero initial. Sometimes, a final in PINYIN corresponds to two forms in WADE. Such cases are 
marked by special symbols, with the understanding that the second transcription is to be used if 
the final is preceded by any of the initials marked with the same symbols. Thus, for example, we 
have Bi = Pi, but Zhi = Chih, Shi = Shih, and while Dui = Tui, Gui = Kuei. Asterisks 
mark 4 exceptional syllables not covered by the table.
